W ho vos assassinated while extending i!i< hand 
ol hospitality, on the ne>rn»ng ot .November 
7 iKio, ir. the ii^ih year ot ins a^'C. 
"What thou tnowest not now 
Thau wilt know hereafter." 
There is a line monument 10 or IS feet 
high, elected by ihe State to the memory 
of Ol. K. M. Johnson, with a represen- 
tation of him shooting Tccumseu at the 
battle of the Thames, and also the ge 
MM of his country casting a mantle 
over his shoulders and crowning hi- 
brow with a wreath. The principal acts 
of his life are recited on it. But the 
great* .-t monument is the one erected b} 
the State, in 1850, to the memory of all 
her heroes, who fell at all the battles, 
from the earliest Indian wars down to 
the war with Mexico. It is M feet high. 
The names of the olfictrs. down to Cap- 
tain, are given. Around this monu- 
ment repose in peace Ihe remains of 
Cols. McKee nii'l ( lay. M;:j. Vaughn, 
and several others, who feil at iiuena- 
Yista. Tin.- monument does great bon- 
er to the State. 



On her death-bed she gave her daugj^ 
tor in charge of a man who aecomp;- 
mcd them, and in whom she had the 
greatest confidence. Several thousand 
dollars was possessed by the children, 
and on the arrival of the party in the 
gold region a ranch was purchased, a 
partnership formed, and a trade carried 
on with the miners.

He regreted to see in certain portions!

Nnmn Conspiracy ix Mississirri. — 
The Marion (Miss .) Republican (torn an 
account of the discovery of a negro 
cen j racy at Garlandsville, Jasper 
county. It sa\ - 

"A trustworthy negro on a neighbor- 
ing | Imitation, alter having received 
pit dgi i of secrecy, revealed the exist- 
ence of the conspiracy to an overseer, 
and requested him to repair to a certain 
pl;;ee. m the midst of a dark, unfrequen- 
ted swamp, and see for himself. The 
overseer did not go. but the next morn- 
ing he took with him some fiiet ds and 
uent to the spot designated by the laith- 
lulntero. There they saw every indi 
ca.ioti ol a large crowd having been as- 
sembled: horses had been tied up, IfCf 
kindled, and, from appearances, they 
calculated that upwards of one hundred 
negroes had there assembled on the pre- 
eeding night. They left the spot, and 
me neighborhood w as quickly alarmed. 
Sev« ral negrr.es were taken up, and 
among them the loftier. The greatest 
excitement was prevailing in the coui - 
try; a council was held, and it was dee- 
ded that the negroes should he hung im- 
mediately; ropes were procured, and toe 
sentence of the council was about to be 
executed, when the crowd lelented, lear- 
ing lent the innocent should perish with 
the guilty. 

The negros were then severely whip- 
rvd, and they confessed that the conspi- 
racy extended throughout a large section 
of country, that there existed several 
<ther organization-*, which they called 
•schools,'' in ihe neighf. orhood, and that 
their object was to organize in sulJicient 
torce. and march, increasing their num- 
ber as they went, lo a free S.ate. No 
arms or ammunition of any kind could 
be discovered; but the negroes confessed 
that they were to meet at Garlandsville 
next Saturday night to make a start. — 
When asked why they selected that place 
■O a rendezvouz. they could give no rea- 
son, and the presumption in that they 
intended to sack the place and murder 
the inhabitants. Two white men, they 
say, have been amcngst them, but the 
names were not kaown to the negroes, 
nor was anything developed to identify 
them. Arms and ammunition are pro- 
bably concealed somewhere, as such ft. 
scheme would never be attempted with 
out them.

He 
thought, with refetence to slavery, tliat 
as Missouri and Kansas were adjoining 
Stales, as in u h ol that immense com- 
merce up the Missouri, which was al- 
ready rivaling the commerce between 

the united States and some European 
countries, must neccessanly lead to a 
great trade, and perpetual intercourse 
between them, it would be well if their 
institutions should harmonize — as other- 
w ise there would be continual quarrels 
and border feuds. He was for slavery 
in Knnono. (Loodebeere.)
